My Dear Mr, Howell:' I have a high op" 
pinion of the gentleman you mention, and

Frankly 
it seems to me that my appointments epeak 
for themselves and that my -policy is self 
explanatory.

Will Anil For $0,000,000. 

The omnibus appropriation bill for 
the constitution:! 1' depiirtnieiit of the 
State government; will be presented 
to the assembly some Ume this week. 
It Is expected that this bill will ask. 
for sis million dollars. It will In- 
clude the .school fund appropriation, 
which for years has- been n round 
million dollars. There has been a de- 
elded agitation of Into, however, for a 
material Increase In the school fund. 
The million dollar appropriation was 
Inaugurated in lieu of the old two mill 
tax for school purposes'. It la argued 
that were the two mill tax law In ef- 
fect at tho present time the revenue 
derived for hcIioo! purposes would be 
greatly in excess of the million dollars 
allowed by the State. 

School teachers, other educators and 
people generally who are interested Jn 
the public achools of the State have 
Joined In the demnnd for an Increase 
in the school fund nnd It Is probable 
tbnt the appropriation this, year will 
be doubled. Former Speaker Sherman 
has been agitating the movement for 
a long time pnst. It Is expected by 
the supporters of the project that when 
the proposition comes to n vote In 
the bouse, factional and pnrty lines 
•will be obliterated and a Inrge major- 
ity of the members will unite in -a up- 
port of the Increased appropriation for 
this purpose. 

Camei n Storm ofPrateat, 

A suggestion has been made that 
the State rellqnlsh its fostering care 
of a number of .organizations which, 
In the lost few years, have been pro- 
vided with funds for their mainte- 
nance out of the state treasury. The 
proposal has brought forth a Btorm of 
protest, pud an unusual amount of lob- 
bying- in support of the varlouB bills, 
but It Is certain that the committees 
on appropriation, as well ns many of 
the lawmakers, tire seriously consider- 
ing the matter of cutting off these dp-, 
propriatlons In their line of retrench- 
ment. 

Among the societies which have 
asked financial aid from the. tnxpoy- 
ers in their work are tho Illinois 
Horticultural Society, the Illinois Fire- 
man's Association, the Illinois State 
Beekeepers' Association, the Illlonla 
Corn Growers' Association, the Illinois; 
Poultry Association, the State Dairy, 
men's Association and the Illinois 
Stock Breeders 1 Association. The 
sums asked for vary from .*:500 to ?5,- 
000, the total aggregating $25,000. It 
la pointed out Unit unless a halt Is 
called upon this practice It la likely 
to grow with each succeeding General 
Assembly until the amount sought for 
various purposes of this character will 
reach mammoth proportions. It Is dif- 
ficult to draw n line between societies 
that Bhould be encouraged with finan- 
cial assistance and those that should 
bo discountenanced and the only Bnfo 
plan, It Is argued, Is to abolish the 
practice entirely.

The posaa of depu- 
ties was met. by the strikers, who wero 
arm'ted with rifles, Thoy doflei? arrest 
and warned the officers against any at- 
tempt to serve tho. papers.- Then follow- 
ed* their defiance with" hostilities, open- 
ing .fire upau the force.of deputies. ! Tho 
doputfea responded and the bnttloragcd 
furiously for; several minutes. Special 
Officer Howard Smith of tho Chesapeake 
and Ohio' Railroad was shot In tho arm. 
A striker slipped . up on him nnd fired. 
Smith dodged tho bullet, intended -for his 
he-art: and ,, received It In hli arm. Ho 
then killed tho. striker with a' plrtol. 

AftorthopoBBo hnd repulsed the min- 
ers they followed up tills advantage and 
■ecured the arrest of more than a hun- 
dred, who wero taken to Buckley under 
guard. An ugly strike is the cause of tho 
trouble!

LABOR FAMINE IN THE WEST. 
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Hallronds Are Compelled to Abandon 
, T.uriio Improvement*. ~ 
Because of difficulty, amounting al- 
most to on Impossibility, in obtaining 
competent unskilled labor, the western 
railroads are seriously hampered" In their 
efforts to improve tbclr lines. OfflcUIs 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad, for this reason, havo abandon- 
ed temporarily nil contemplated Improve- 
ments that. are. not absolutely necessary 
to the' physical weir being of the sys- 
tem, Most important of the improve- 
ments which will bo abandoned Is the 
'double tracking of tlio St. Pnul from 
South Milwaukee to La Crosse, a dis- 
tance of 107 miles. Of this nbout 00 
miles baa already been completed. The 
snmo policy will he pursued in regard to 
other .extensive alterations "• that were 
•/planned,-. . ;' 

It is understood that the Kansas City 
extension id so nearly completed that It 
will not be abandoned. On tho contrary, 
an effort, will be mado to coniplcto the 
work as rapidly as. possible. Tho im- 
provements that 'will bo given up call 
for tho expenditure of nearly $3,000,000. 
, The »ame situation that has so handi- 
capped tho St. Pnul also confronts the 
ttiier railroads of the Middle West. The 
omplnlnt is made- that laborers who 
ipply for work In Chicago are little bet- 
ter than tramps, who find It easier to 
jo transported from one place to another 
as employes -for a railroad than to fol- 
. . low the cuetomary made of travel adopt- 
ed by jthe vagrant : 

After they have reached tho desired 
goal and have worked* for ft day or two 
they draw their pay and leave. Tho diffi- 
culty In "obtaining laborers has driven 
up the wages of this class of workmen' 
to such a point that railroad operatives 
havo decided to decrease the demand for 
labor that tho price of this work may 
decrease."

Land Cultivator* Arc Joliiiiii; Ivm- 
nlayc'ra' Association*. 

Farmers In the Central States aro con- 
fronted with a new terror. Tho hired 
man, the "hand," and tho "hobo," who 
tolls when stress of circumstances com- 
pels, are forming labor unions. Freder- 
ick W. Job, who bns boon organising 
employers' associations In Illinois, says 
tho farmers nre flocking to tho new as- 
sociations by the hundred In the hope of 
fludlng 'protection against tho demands of 
the wago workers. 

"Tho regular hired men havo been go- 
ing, into unions rapidly," says Mr, Job. 
"Furthermore, all the chance .'hobos' n-ho, 
will toll occasionally, and to whom tho 
formers In all the central nnd western 
States look for help la the rush seasons, 
have given la their names. The 'stubblo 
chasers,' who roam from one section to 
another, following tlio hnrvest, are or- 
ganizing. These men do most of the 
work. of gathering the grain In Kansas, 
Nebraska and tho Dakotas. Then there 
Is another class which appears, like birds 
of passage, with tlio first warm weather 
that marks the opening of spring. With- 
out therri- tho farmers would not get their 
spring plowing done In time. Tho breom 
corn "cutters, on whom the growers In 
central Illinois arc absolutely dependent 
In gathering their crop, arc party to the 
now unions, Tho men who nre needed 
to pick the fruit nro going In. 1 can't 
any what are tlio demands* of the farm 
'hands' *■■ organisations,'* Mr. Job said. 
"But they will probably be for shorter 
houre and uniform wages. 

"All over the country," Mr. Job says, 
"the employers arc making haste to per- 
fect their organizations, Grocers, dry 
goods merchants and dealers In every 
eort of goods are subscribing. Manufac- 
turers, laundrymen, those with teaming 
Interests — In fact, nil who hire work done 
and- pay wages, are signing the rotten 
of tho ne w organizations."
